TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  HEALTH  COMMITTEE. 
Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  presenting-  you  with  my  Elleventh  Annual  Report. 

*• 

The  number  of  births  reg-istered  during  the  year  1906  was  259  —145  males  and  114  females,  being 
an  increase  on  1905,  which  was  239.  The  number  of  deaths  was  202  — 107  males  and  95  females,  being 
a  decrease  on  1905  which  was  22G.  The  natural  increase  at  the  end  of  the  year,  being  the  excess  of 
births  above  deaths  was  57,  as  compared  with  13  in  1905,  and  72  in  1904.  There  were  12  deaths  from 
zymotic  diseases,  1  more  than  in  the  previous  year.  Among  these  the  largest  number  of  deaths  from 
any  one  disease  was  6  from  Diarrhoea  and  3  from  Diphtheria  and  Alembraneous  Croup.  This  gives  us  a 
zymotic  death-rate  of -87  per  1,000  of  population,  and  59-4  per  1,000  deaths,  as  compared  with  -8  and 
48-2  in  1905. 


The  birth-rate  for  tlie  year  was  18-9  per  1,000  of  population  and  the  number  of  illegitimate  births 
registered  was  10  as  compared  with  7  in  1905  The  general  death-rate  was  14-7  per  1,000  of  population 
as  compared  with  16-6  in  1905.  The  number  of  infants  who  died  under  1  year  of  age  was  31,  as  com¬ 
pared  with  42  in  1905  and  39  in  1904.  Two  of  these  were  deaths  of  illegitimate  children.  The  chief 
causes  of  death  among  the.se  infants  was  premature  birth  6,  Marasmus  5,  Pneumonia  3,  Convulsions 

With  regard  to  the  Sanitary  work  done  during  the  year,  there  were  31  cases  of  infectious  diseases 
notified,  8  between  1  and  5  years,  15  between  5  and  15  years,  2  between  15  and  25  years,  5  between  25 
and  65  years  and  1  above  65  years.  There  were  8  in  Lancashire  Ward,  14  in  Cheshire  Ward  and  9  in 
Yorkshire  Ward.  This  shews  a  decrease  of  23  cases  on  the  previous  year,  which  was  54  and  50  in  1904. 
The  largest  number  of  cases  of  any  one  disease  was  14  of  Diphtheria  and  13  (A  Scarlet  Fever.  The 
majority  of  the  cases  of  Diphtheria  occurred  from  August  to  November  and  of  Scarlet  Fever  during 
February  and  March.- 

The  Infectious  Diseases  (Notification)  Act,  1899,  the  Infectious  Diseases  (Prevention)  Act,  and 
the  Public  Health  Amendment  Act,  1890,  are  all  in  force  in  the  district.

In  all  cases  where  infectious  diseases  were  notified  the  houses  were  visited,  disinfectants  supplied, 
printed  instructions  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease  left,  and  at  the  termination  of  the  illness  the 
houses  were  again  visited,  the  sick  rooms  disinfected,  beds  and  bedding  removed  and  disinfected  in  the 
Delepine  Thresh  Disinfector. 

The  farmhouse  at  May  Hills  is  still  being  used  as  a  Smallpox  Hospital  and  in  it  is  accommodation 
for  8  patients.  Only  one  case  was  treated  during  the  year  and  she  was  discharged  cured  in  August. 

There  was  an  epedemic  of  mumps,  chiefly  in  Upper  Mossley,  in  the  mouth  of  February.  None  of 
these  cases  were  serious.  Measles  was  very  prevalent  in  Lancashire  and  Yorkshire  Wards  during  August 
September  and  October,  but  there  were  only  two  deaths  from  this  cause  during  the  year. 

There  were  only  13  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  this  year  as  compared  with  35  cases  during  the  previous 
year,  and  there  were  no  deaths  They  occurred  mostly  in  February  and  March  and  were  distributed  all 
over  the  town. 

There  were  11  cases  of  Diphtheria  and  Membraneous  Oroup  and  3  deaths,  compared  with  4  cases 
and  1  death  in  1905.  The  majority  of  these  cases  occurred  in  August,  September  and  October,  and  were 
mostly  in  Cheshire  Ward  with  a  few  cases  in  other  parts  of  the  town  during  the  whole  year.  Diphtheritic 
Antitoxic  Serum  is  supplied  at  the  expense  of  the  Corporation  to  all  medical  men  attending  these  cases  in 
the  Borough. 

There  was  only  1  case  of  Erysipelas  and  no  death.  This  occurred  in  an  old  woman  over  65  years 

of  age. 

There  was  only  1  case  of  Enteric  Fever  and  1  death  as  compared  with  6  cases  and  no  deaths  in 
1905  It  was  not  clear  how  this  patient  w^as  infected. 

There  were  no  cases  of  death  from  lead  poisoning  due  to  water  supply,  but  at  the  end  of  March 
the  medical  men  in  the  town  reported  to  me  41  cases  of  lead  poisoning  due  to  drinking  water,  which  had 
occurred  in  the  previous  five  months.  A  letter  was  received  from  the  Local  Government  Board  dated 
March  20th,  1906.  in  which  it  was  stated  the  water  “  should  not  be  delivered  through  leaden  pipes  to 
consumer-s  unless  any  acidity  possessed  by  such  water  has  been  completely  neutralized.  ”  1  am  informed 

that  they  are  putting  more  whiting  into  the  water  but  up  to  now  the  water  has  been  continually  acid  ami 
takes  up  lead  as  it  passes  though  the  leaden  pipes.  During  the  twelve  months  I  have  examined  the  water 
for  acidity  three  or  four  times  a  month  and  always  found  it  present. 

There  was  one  case  of  puerperal  fever  and  one  death. 

I  have  inspected  and  notified  any  insanitary  conditions  in  the  district  which  have  come  to  my 
knowledge  and  where  neccessary  notice  has  been  given  for  the  removal  of  the  nuisance.  I  have  attended 
the  meetings  of  the  Health  Committee  and  advised  on  matters  concerning  the  Public  Health.  Bakehouses, 
Slaughter  houses,  Cowsheds,  Lodging  houses,  and  factories  have  been  visited,  and  where  necessary 
cleansing  and  limewashing  have  been  done.  There  is  only  one  underground  bakehouse,  and  it  is  in 
a  satisfactory  condition. 

No  food  unfit  for  human  consumption  w'as  seized  during  this  year. 

I  consider  the  health  of  the  district  was  very  satisfactory  especially  with  regard  to  infectious 
diseases. 

I  made  two  special  reports  during  the  year,  one  on  April  2nd,  1906,  re  lead  poisoning  cases,  and 
one  on  July  19th,  1906,  le  case  of  Smallpox. 

From  November  16th  to  23rd,  made  on  inspection  of  town  in  company  with  Dr.  Fletcher  from  the 
local  Government  Board. 

I  now  give  Tables  of  Mortality,  Birth  and  Death  Bates  etc.,  as  required  by  the  Local  Government 

Board.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  INSPECTOR 

OF  NUISANCES. 


February  J^th,  1907. 

TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  HEALTH  COMMITTEE. 
Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  my  Second  Annual  Report  as  your  Inspector  of  Nuisances  for  the  year  1906. 

DRAINAGE. 

A  considerable  amount  of  property  has  been  redrained  and  also  many  fresh  connections  have 
been  made  to  the  main  sewer  during  the  past  year,  namely — 69  houses  connected  to  the  sewers,  76 
houses  redrained,  Messrs.  Marsden’s  Slaughter  house  premises  have  been  thoroughly  redrained  and  fitted 
with  grease  traps  and  fresh  air  inlets  and  ventilating  shafts. 

60  Gulley  Traps,  467  feet  of  4  in.  pipes,  1195  feet  of  6  in.  pipes,  and  454  feet  of  9  in.  pipes  have 
been  laid  on  private  property.  A  new  sewer  has  been  constructed  in  Barkwell  Lane,  at  an  average 
depth  of  6  feet  6  inches,  8  manholes  have  been  constructed  on  this  line  of  sewer  and  a  flushing  tank  and 
ventilating  shaft  at  its  head.  All  the  old  drains  have  been  connected  to  this  new  sewer  and  the  owners 
have  been  called  upon  to  relay  their  drains  from  the  point  of  connection  and  put  in  efficient  gullies. 

DISINFECTION. 

Disinfection  in  all  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  is  systematically  carried  out,  and  229  articles  of 
clothing  have  been  disinfected  in  your  Delepine  Thresh  machine  during  the  last  year. 

All  Schools  in  the  Borough  are  disinfected  once  every  week  during  term  time  and  they  are 
thoroughly  cleaned  during  the  holidays.  The  caretakers  have  also  instructions  to  mix  disinfectants 
with  the  sawdust  when  sweeping'  the  rooms,  and  bottles  of  disinfectants  are  kept  in  the  school  for 
immediate  use  if  required. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

You  have  76  Factories  in  your  Borough  and  44  Workshops,  which  have  been  inspected  during 
the  year,  and  where  the  fire  escapes  and  sanitation  have  been  found  d  efective  the  owners  have  been 
communicated  with. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

You  have  52  Bakehouses  in  your  Borough,  50  Retail  and  2  Wholesale.  Most  of  these  Bake¬ 
houses  are  cottages  from  which  bread  is  sold,  nevertheless  they  come  under  the  Factory  and  Workshops 
Act,  and  I  shall  shortly  ask  your  permission  to  issue  notices  dealing  with  the  sanitation  and  cleanliness 
etc.  to  all  these  occupiers. 

LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  are  two  Registered  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  your  Borough,  one  situated  in  Mill 
Street  and  one  in  Stamford  Street,  these  are  continually  under  inspection. 
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NUISANCES. 

157  Notices  have  been  served  to  abate  Nuisances  and  111  have  been  abated. 

6  Houses  have  been  condemned  during-  the  past  year,  and  one  of  these  has  been  made  fit  for 
habitation. 


DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS,  AND  MILK  SHOPS  ORDERS. 

There  are  36  Farms,  60  Cowsheds  and  3  Milkshops  in  your  Borough,  which  have  all  been 

inspected. 

A  report  on  this  subject  has  been  handed  to  each  member  of  your  Health  Committee,  from 
which  it  will  be  seen  that  in  the  state  of  the  Farms  there  is  much  to  be  desired.
